IN  THE  CHAIR. 


f-  —  HE  Committee  of  Management,  in  presenting  their  Thirtieth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1897 — the  Diamond  Jubilee 
of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen,  the  Patroness 
of  the  Royal  Hospital — have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  Her 
Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  accept  an  Address  of  loyal 
and  dutiful  congratulation  from  them  on  attaining  the  sixtieth 
year  of  her  reign. 


This  happy  event  was  commemorated  in  Richmond  by  the 

establishment  by  Dr.  Cundell,  the  then  Mayor  of  the  Borough,  of 

the  Victoria  Endowment  Fund  for  the  perpetual  endowment  of  the 
Royal  Hospital.  From  this  source  a  sum  of  ^"3095  os.  gd.  has  been 

handed  over  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Hospital,  and  is  being  invested 

for  that  purpose. 
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RICHMOND  ROYAL  HOSPITAL. 


The  Committee  are  deeply  sensible  of  the  irreparable  loss  they 
sustained,  in  common  with  so  many  other  charities,  especially  in 
this  neighbourhood,  by  the  unlooked  for  death,  in  October  last,  of 
Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Mary  Adelaide,  Duchess  of  Teck 
who  for  23  years  bad  not  only  been  one  of  the  Patronesses  and 
Annual  Supporters  of  the  Hospital,  but  on  very  many  occasions 
had  shown  her  great  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution.  In  1882  Her  late  Royal  Highness  was  graciously 
pleased  to  open  the  first  New  Wards  which  were  added  to 
the  Hospital,  and  to  authorise  the  Female  Ward  being  named 
the  Mary  Adelaide  Ward.  Her  Royal  Highness  also  took  an 
active  part  in  raising  funds  for  the  building  of  the  Princess 
May’s  Ward  for  Children,  and  as  President  of  the  Surrey 
Needlework  Guild  sent  most  valuable  gifts  of  clothing,  annually, 
for  the  use  of  the  Hospital. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  been  elected  Vice-Presidents  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  viz. :  Dr.  G.  R.  Cundell,  for  his 
exertions  in  connection  with  the  Victoria  Endowment  Fund ;  Mr. 
Max  Waechter,  tor  his  munificent  donation  of  ^"1,000  to  the  same 
object;  and  the  Rev.  B.  Meredyth  Kitson,  Rector  of  Barnes. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  position  of  the  Hospital,  the 
Committee  have  to  report  that  the  expenditure  has  exceeded  the 
ordinary  income  of  the  Hospital  by  about  ^400,  but  this  being  the 
first  year  during  the  whole  of  which  the  Princess  May’s  Ward  for 
Children  has  been  in  active  work,  with  the  necessary  increase  in  the 
staff,  and  an  average  of  45  patients  against  33  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Children’s  Ward,  they  cannot  say  this  deficit  is 
unexpected. 
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The  amount  realized  by  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and 
Collections  by  the  Friendly  Societies,  vary  but  little  from  those  of 
the  last  two  or  three  years.  Hospital  Sunday  Collections  compare 
favourably  with  those  of  last  year,  a  result  which  the  Committee 
imagine  may  be  due  to  the  Collections  having  been  made  in  several 

i 

Churches  in  June  in  lieu  of  November,  and  they  hope  that  the 
Clergy  who  have  hitherto  assisted  them  may  be  able  to  arrange  for 
future  collections  to  be  held  in  the  summer. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  the  Committee  call  attention  to  the 
large  increase  in  the  amount  realized  from  the  Collecting  Boxes, 
which  during  the  past  year  reached  the  unprecedented  sum  of 
^804  19s.  2d.  This  amount  represents  nearly  a  fourth  of  last 
year’s  income.

Two  Gorham  Beds,  complete  with  bedding,  were  presented  to 
the  Hospital  in  March  last  by  Miss  Foster  Newton  in  memory  of, 
and  out  of  funds  subscribed  by  friends  of  the  late  Miss  Rachel 
Sanders. 

The  Committee  deeply  regret  the  death  of  their  colleague,  Mr. 
John  Matthew  Stedwell,  which  occurred  on  the  30th  of  December 
last.  Mr.  Stedwell  had  been  for  13  years  a  Member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  and  of  the  House  Committee,  and  was  one  of 
the  most  regular  attendants  at  all  Meetings,  and  showed  great 
practical  interest  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

The  Members  of  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are  Mr.  Aldin, 
Mr.  Clarence  Roberts,  Lieut. -Colonel  J.  Leslie  Powell,  Mr.  Julius, 
and  Mr.  Dean,  all  of  whom  are  willing  to  offer  themselves  for 
re-election.  Two  vacancies  on  the  Committee  occur  through  the 
resignation  of  Lieut. -General  Gordon  Pritchard,  C.B.,  who  has  left 
Richmond,  and  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Stedwell. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  sense  of 
gratitude  to  the  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable  services,  and 
also  their  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Staff  have  carried 
out  their  duties.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


79.  In-Patients  shall  be  admissable  every  TUESDAY  in  the 
year,  on  presenting  their  Tickets  of  Recommendation  at  the 
Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  Tickets  to  remain 
in  force  for  six  weeks  only 

80.  ACCIDENTS  shall  be  admitted  at  all  times,  without 

letters  of  recommendation. 

• 

81.  Persons  labouring  under  violent  inflammation,  or  other 
acute  disease  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of  the  Charity  and 
properly  recommended),  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

82.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified 
to  be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting 
of  the  least  delay. 

84.  No  woman  pregnant — no  child  under  six  years  of  age 
(except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such  as  accidents,  or  where  surgical 
operation  is  required) — no  person  disordered  in  their  senses, 
subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to  have  the  smallpox  or  other 
infectious  distemper,  having  habitual  ulcers,  confirmed  con¬ 
sumption  or  any  disease  that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be 
admitted  as  In-Patients  ;  or  if  inadvertently  admitted,  shall  be 
suffered  to  remain. 

87.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays, Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.  Should  any  visitors 
be  detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  they  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future.
